The Sunday School's Center 


What should be the center of Sunday 
school teaching? The question is impor- 
tant, for when anything is “off center,” 
disaster is imminent. Modernist religious 
education tells us that Sunday school work, 
and the Sunday school curriculum, should 
be child-centered. A Director of Chris- 
tian Education in a Sunday school that is 
doing great things for the Lord and for 
the child, because it sticks close to the 
Word and makes soul-winning prominent, 
has worked out a series of lessons that 
has attracted much attention. On a re- 


cent demonstration day these lessons and 
the work of the school were laid before 


several hundred pastors, superintendents, 
teachers, and other workers, and met with 
enthusiastic approval. The Christian woman 
who directs this work wrote to the T1ImMEs: 
“Our worst criticism of the material, 
which we think is really our biggest boost, 
came from a ‘modern’ religious educator, 
who said that it stuck altogether too 
closely to the ‘Text,’ and was not suffi- 
ciently: child-centered. Thank God, we 
hope it will always stick right there, and 
that nothing will ever take it away.” Those 
who make the God-breathed Scriptures 
the center of their Sunday school study 
may say, with the Psalmist: “I have more 
understanding than all my teachers: for 
thy testimonies are my meditation” (Psa. 
119:99). The child is indeed a precious 
stewardship of Sunday school teachers; but 
we can never care for the children as 
God would have us care unless our lessons 
and teaching are centered in what he has 
revealed for the salvation and training of 
the children.

This is ultra-modern physical 
chemistry! All matter, as we understand 
it today, is composed of particles so in- 
finitely small that we never shall be able to 
see them in this world. Indeed, it may well 
be, as some suppose, that matter is entirely 
composed of electric charges. The con- 
sensus of opinion is that it is composed of 
both minute particles and electric charges. 
Hence, how true it is, as is now scientif- 
ically proved, that the things that entered 
into creation were power and things which 
do not appear.’ The Christian’s faith is 
not based on the discoveries of science; 
but he may well rejoice when these dis- 
coveries corroborate facts that have been 
in God’s Word for centuries, and he may 
exclaim with Paul: “O the depth of the 
riches both of the wisdom and knowledge 
of God!”

Take Heed What Ye Read 


HAT the Lord Jesus really said, 
W :: Mark 4:24, was, “Take heed 

what ye hear.” And he was speak- 
ing, naturally, about ears. In those days 
people did very little hearing with any 
other organ. Now, however, there are 
few indeed who do not hear through the 
eye. That is, they read. Then, papers 
and magazines were unknown, and book 
scrolls were raze, precious things, the prod- 
uct of infinite hand labor. Now, our lives 
are glutted with printed stuff, and we are 
ready to exclaim with Solomon, “Of mak- 
ing many books there is no end; and much 
reading is a weariness of the flesh” (Eccles. 
12:12). Good history and biography may 
be bought for a few cents at the second- 
hand shop, while cloth bound classics are 
sold by Woolworth. 

So the admonition comes to us clearly 
enough, “Take heed what ye read.” Or, 
as our Lord very evidently meant, “Have 
a care as to what thoughts, ideas, and im- 





pressions you allow to be presented to your 
mind.” . 

One of the toys that delight small chil- 
dren is modeling clay. When a box of it 
is purchased for them, there is usually in- 
cluded a set of molds. Small fingers pat 
the clay into these molds, and the pattern 
is impressed upon the clay. Just so is 
the mind engraved by a thousand little 
motifs presented to it through eye and ear. 
If a certain pattern is imprinted but once 
on the plastic gray matter, others, press- 
ing over it, all but efface it in time and the 
picture is at length forgotten. But should 
the same impression be given again and 
again, for a score, a hundred times, it 
remains always, part and parcel of our 
being. 

We know well what Roman Catholics 
say in this regard: “Give us your child 
until he is seven, and you may ‘do with 
him what you will thereafter.” They count 
upon such reneétition of eye and ear impres- 
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sions as will permanently bias the young 
mind in their favor. What an incentive 
for giving our little ones the right molds 
—the very best molds—with which to 
form what will one day become Christian 
character ! , 

But suppose we provide those pictures, 
songs, prayers, and books which shall 
clothe the hearts of our children with the 
habiliments of true religion. Suppose they 
do truly accept the Lord Jesus as their 
Saviour and give promise of growing up 
into Christian men and women. May we 
not then, as they grow older, relax some- 
what the fettering charge of this everlast- 
ing “Take heed”? Surely, too, young peo- 
ple must learn to make choices for 
themselves in regard to this, as well as 
every other mooted question. 

Perhaps we might do this were it not 
for one thing, or rather, for one malign 
hindering person,— Satan. He quite un- 
derstands that his cause is lost in any life 
that is watchful regarding the food of mind 
and soul. And many are the strategies he 
adopts to prevent such watchfulness. 

One agent much used by the Prince of 
Darkness is the evolutionary fallacy in our 
school textbooks. And it is only by re- 
peated and prayerful counter impressions 
of the truth revealed in God’s Word, 
that such can be overcome. A certain 
mother was greatly disturbed by this teach- 
ing occurring again and again in both the 
history and nature study books used by her 
young daughter. She continually de- 
nounced these things to her, but, feeling 
that something more was needed, she set 
herself to clip from Fundamentalist papers 
and magazines those articles which prove 
the false position of modern scientists. 
Such a clipping the two would read to- 
gether, the mother explaining everything 
at all obscure, and then it was pasted in 
a convenient scrapbook for further refer- 
ence. And the mother feels that her re- 
ward is, like the path of the just, a thing 
that will grow more and more until the 
perfect day. 

It may not always be possible to prevent 
our children from reading a story in which 
the characters desecrate the Sabbath, dance, 
flirt, smoke, drink, or do almost any other 
thing that is contrary to the spirit of 
Christ. But it is possible to keep such 
books, and particularly such magazines, 
from a place on our family table. Jimmy 
and Mary may see at a neighbor’s house 
an advertisement that lauds a certain brand 
of cigarettes by picturing a beautiful female 
smoker on 2 highly colored and interesting 
background. But if they do not see such 
things again and again at home, wrong 
impressions are counter-balanced by others 
that are positively good. 

Yes, and not only good but godly — two 
words so nearly alike, but often so far 
apart. There is room in our homes for 
a great deal that is good in reading, — 
light on current affairs, poetry, biographies 
of the world’s great ones, stories of adven- 
ture and of fresh, sweet, outdoor life, but 
there must be added to these, in as great 
variety as possible, that which is definitely 
leading Heavenward. 

It is probable that no instrument of 
Satan’s is more surely successful in robbing 
the Christian of his peace and assurance 
than the usual popular magazine. Not the 
questionable variety—the child of God 
would disdain to look at such—,but the 
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high class periodical, which offers, along 
with an occasional flavor of religion and a 
large amount of very earthy fiction, a 
great variety of health and home-life hints 
and character-building gadgets, which in- 
veigle the minds of us all. 

There was a Christian worker who, 
through a friend’s generosity, received this 
sort of magazine month by month. Its 
crisp, colorful pages broke in very pleas- 
antly upon the monotony of her routine 
life, though there were conscience twinges 
now and then which were not so pleasant. 
Then there came to this worker a strange 
experience. She had been greatly desirous 
of leading to Christ one of the young peo- 
ple with whom she had to deal. But while 
one rcom of her heart was taken up with 
this desire, another was often darkened and 
sullied by doubts regarding her own per- 
sonal relationship with Christ. There was 
a deeply felt and privately acknowledged 
lack of restful assurance. And the Achan 
of her Canaan battles seemed to be this 
magazine, a thing utterly worldly, as she 
well knew, and one that she would never 
think of offering to the Lord Jesus, were 
he to come to her home as a visible Guest. 

After a longer and sharper conflict than 
she would bave thought possible, the point 
was yielded, and, though the Christian 
worker knew well that this magazine was 
one widely read by nominal Christians, the 
friend was asked to discontinue her gift. 
But before the letter could be written to 
the friend, in fact, the very next day after 
her secret victory, the soul she had longed 
to win came easily and naturally into the 
Way of repentance and faith. 

Sometimes a missionary writes to her 
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friend at home, “I wish we had something 
to read—do send us some of your cast- 
offs.” The friend is delighted to comply 
and posts her own magazines, the usual 
sort that are dear to American women 
(and men). They are gratefully received 
and the reader begins to mold her mind 
with imprints that are not only useless, 
but sadly detrimental to the work for which 
she has been solemnly consecrated. From 
whence come the intercession thoughts, the 
communion thoughts, the sermon-building 
thoughts, that’ constitute the armor, the 
stock in trade, of every Gospel messenger 
at home or abroad? Not from the popu- 
lar magazines. He who wishes to become 
a successful physician does not study me- 
chanics, nor does the ambitious architect 
seek the tutelage of a hotel chef. No more 
may the Christian, whose business is, as 
the saintly Fletcher stated, the double one 
of holy living and soul-winning, seek that 
reading which in no way relates to his life 
purpose. Should he do so habitually, what 
inconceivable losses may be his! 

It may be true — it is true — that Chris- 
tian papers and magazines which do not 
weary the mind with endless and trite repe- 
titions, and which are winsomely interest- 
ing, are difficult to obtain. But the deter- 
mined individual, who understands that 
understands that Christ’s “Take heed’ is 
not an order to be passed by lightly, will 
search for such reading, and he will find 
it. And, whether he dwells alone or is a 
builder of home and family life, he will 
reap the satisfying reward of a happy con- 
science and a swift-growing spiritual life, 
the influence of which shall ripple on and 
out to all eternity.

HALL I write down those reflections

And the Achan 
of her Canaan battles seemed to be this 
magazine, a thing utterly worldly, as she 
well knew, and one that she would never 
think of offering to the Lord Jesus, were 
he to come to her home as a visible Guest. 

After a longer and sharper conflict than 
she would have thought possible, the point 
was yielded, and, though the Christian 
worker knew well that this magazine was 
one widely read by nominal Christians, the 
friend was asked to discontinue her gift. 
But before the letter could be written to 
the friend, in fact, the very next day after 
her secret victory, the soul she had longed 
to win came easily and naturally into the 
Way of repentance and faith. 

Sometimes a missionary writes to her 
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friend at home, “I wish we had something 
to read—do send us some of your cast- 
offs.” The friend is delighted to comply 
and posts her own magazines, the usual 
sort that are dear to American women 
(and men). They are gratefully received 
and the reader begins to mold her mind 
with imprints that are not only useless, 
but sadly detrimental to the work for which 
she has been solemnly consecrated. From 
whence come the intercession thoughts, the 
communion thoughts, the sermon-building 
thoughts, that’ constitute the armor, the 
stock in trade, of every Gospel messenger 
at home or abroad? Not from the popu- 
lar magazines. He who wishes to become 
a successful physician does not study me- 
chanics, nor does the ambitious architect 
seek the tutelage of a hotel chef. No more 
may the Christian, whose business is, as 
the saintly Fletcher stated, the double one 
of holy living and soul-winning, seek that 
reading which in no way relates to his life 
purpose. Should he do so habitually, what 
inconceivable losses may be his! 

It may be true —it is true — that Chris- 
tian papers and magazines which do not 
weary the mind with endless and trite repe- 
titions, and which are winsomely interest- 
ing, are difficult to obtain. But the deter- 
mined individual, who understands that 
understands that Christ’s “Take heed” is 
not an order to be passed by lightly, will 
search for such reading, and he will find 
it. And, whether he dwells alone or is a 
builder of home and family life, he will 
reap the satisfying reward of a happy con- 
science and a swift-growing spiritual life, 
the influence of which shall ripple on and 
out to.all eternity. 
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How May | Be Saved? 


A boy raised in a Roman Catholic 
family asks the following question: 
Please make it plain how I may be saved. 

—Just one. 

“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved, and thy house” (Acts 
162.45). 

“For God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life’ (John 3: 16). 

And what is it to “believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ,” or to “believe in him”? 

Jesus Christ is God’s Son, and he lived 
here on earth as a man, but he was sinless. 
Never by any thought, word, or act did 
he sin. 

We have all sinned, and “the wages of 
sin is death.” This death is not only the 
death of the body, but the death of the 
spirit, or eternal separation from God. 

Christ was willing to become our Sav- 
iour by bearing our sins and therefore re- 
ceiving the wages of our sins, which is 
death. God laid our sins, the sins of all 
human beings, upon his Son. “All we like 
sheep have gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his own way; and the Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of us all.” 
So Christ “his own self bare our sins in 
his own body on the tree” (1 Pet. 2:24). 


He died, and then God raised him again 
from the dead. 

Because Christ died as the sinner’s Sub- 
stitute, we are now asked to accept this 
great sacrifice in our behalf; when we ac- 
cept it, we believe on him. The Gospel 
is “that Christ died for our sins accord- 
ing to the scriptures; and that he was 
buried, and that he rose again the third 
day according to the scriptures” (2 Cor. 
15:3, 4).

HALL I write down those reflections 

which came to me when I knew for 

a certainty that the dread scourge of 
this age had attacked my beloved one? 
Perhaps some one may thus be helped. I 
thought of the temple of his body, so long 
wholly yielded as a docile instrument to 
the uses of the indwelling Spirit, of his 
feet, “swift and beautiful for Thee,” of 
his hands, faithful daily in giving forth the 
Word of God, and of his eyes, mirroring 
so much of divine love, —now all reduced 
to abject weakness. Our “vile body” 
(body of our humiliation), the Word has 
said, but how slow we are to believe it 
to be such! But such it is, daily dying, 
daily with age becoming more and more 
saturated by poisons until the end, corrupt, 
perishable, — but one day to be changed, 
made like unto His glorious body. What 
if the end come through the lawlessness of 
the cells of the body, which disease we call 
cancer, or in any manner, — “Precious in 
the sight of the Lord is the death of his 
saints,” and the ultimate triumph is not 
with Satan but with God (Psa. 116:15; I 
Cor. 15: 55-58). Certainly this is Satan’s 
last and most dastardly blow dealt to a 
faithful servant of God; but we who re- 
main dare to exult in the final and absolute 
triumph that we shall witness when death, 
the last enemy, shall be abolished and 
Satan, the author of the King of terrors, 
shall be banished into everlasting hell. 

I recalled the story of the missionary 
colporteur, who always carried his pack of 
books on his back, and there, where that 
precious burden irritated the flesh, the fric- 
tion caused a cancer which, after a painful 
illness, caused his death. What a malign, 
sinister work of Satan that! But is it 
worse than that demon-inspired emmity to 
the truth, which led to the sawing asun- 
der of the martyrs, as recorded in Hebrews 
11:37? Now, through the permissive will 
of God, we must suffer these assaults of 
Satan; but Romans 8:28 is our comfort, 
and we not only expect one day to see 
how all these things have worked together 
for good, but we see now and here, daily, 
the necessity for the chastening and the 
benefits flowing out of it. How much I 
needed the disciplining of these fierce fires 
of trial! 


Faith in the Crucible 


A greater mystery was the reason for 
my husband’s suffering, but here again faith 
could exclaim, “He makes no mistake, his 
will is perfect!” . I used to say to my hus- 
band, “The Lord knows you need just a 
little extra touch of polishing to fit you 
for Heaven, that is why this is permitted.” 
Can I express the realization we had of 
our Lord’s tender sorrow at our sorrow? 
“He groaned in the spirit, and was trou- 
bled,” when he saw “her weeping, and the 
Jews also weeping which came with her” 
(John 11:33). How often these words 
came to us, “In all their affliction he was 
afflicted, and the angel of his presence saved

them” (Isa. 63:9). How the Word spoke 
to us those days,—sometimes to myself, 
painfully, when I would fain have hoped. 
Can I forget the significant conjunction 
of the Keswick Calendar and the Daily 
Light on August 11, the day of the opera- 
tion? Where I would have welcomed a 
reassuring message from the calendar leaf 
as I tore off the preceding one, this was 
what met my eyes: “If we believe that 
Jesus died and rose again, even so them 
also which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with him” (1 Thess. 4:14). Yet, as I 
read this through tears, I knew that it was 
consoling above any other message that 
could have been given, Then I opened my 
Daily Light for that day and read: 

That through death he oe destroy him 
that had the power of death. 


When this corruptible shall ‘tove put on 
incorruption, and this mortal shall have put on 
immortality, then shall be brought to pass the 
saying that is written, Death is swallowed up 
in victory. O death where is thy sting? O 
grave, where is thy victory? The sting of 
death is sin; and the strength of sin is the 
law. But thanks be to God, which giveth us 
the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ. 


Yea, though I walk through the valley of 
the shadow of death, I will fear no evil: for 
thou art with me; thy rod and thy staff they 
comfort me. 

How that last verse comforted my dear 
husband all through the Valley! Another 
that he often repeated was Psalm 31:15, 
“My times are in thy hand.” 


A Procession of Gratitude 


After the operation the weeks that fol- 
lowed were composed of days alternating 
in hope and fear. After some time of ap- 
parent progress a gradual decline set in, 
unattended by pain, but with an increas- 
ing languor apparent. My husband had 
always lived a life of such intense activity 
that he found these weeks in bed difficult 
to support, and was fairly eager for visits. 
No one who came was turned away, even 
if he had only strength to receive the 
visitor for a moment. Such a procession 
as passed through that sick room, and such 
scenes as I witnessed! Workers from the 
provinces, members of our Brussels 
churches, workers from other organizations, 
—all to express their love and their grati- 
tude to him for having come to Belgium. 
It was a constant refrain: “I felt I must 


come and thank you fer my conversion, — 


if you had not come to Belgium I should 
never have known the Lord.” One young 
woman I found in the corridor. “Might 
I see him for just a moment?” she pleaded. 
“I want to thank him for putting me on 
the good road.” Many could not keep from 
weeping as they thanked him, and ‘one dear 
little woman just knelt at his bedside, and 
taking the thin hand in her own, wet it 
with her tears and kissed it over and over. 
Rising, it was to put her head on my 
shoulder and weep her heart out. All this 
brought not sorrow but joy to my hus- 
band’s heart. Surely no servant of God, 
before his passing, had more _ tangible 
proofs of the devotion and appreciation of 
the people for whom he had laid down his 
life. 

One day Mr. Van Den Bergh called. It 
was he whose story is the first in the book- 
let, “Three Tales from Belgium.”4 It was 
he whom we met in the wood and to whom 
my husband gave a Gospel. Afterward 
he told us that for five «years he had 
been seeking the light, and that day in an 
agony he had cried out, “Oh, God, send 
some one across my path to illuminate my 
darkness.” Lifting his eyes he saw my 
husband’s hand outstretched toward him. 
This day by the sick bed he said nothing, 
but dropped on his knees and poured out 
his soul in prayer. “Make me a follower 
of Mr. Norton as he has been of Christ, 
I ask with a breaking heart,” he prayed. 


Seeing Beyond the Valley 


On days of greater strength, we spoke 
together of the future, and the plans were 
made for his burial day. Together with 
some of the workers he gave his thought 
as to the future conduct of the Mission. 
Then there was the sacred evening hour, 
when, in the shadows before I left him, we 
would sit together hand in hand. One 
night he laid his hand in blessing on my 
head, asking the Lord to impart to me a 
double portion of His Spirit, for what 
might lie ahead. We would thus, night 
after night, have a Scripture portion and 
prayer from us both. 

One night his eyes were closed, and I 
noticed that he smiled. “Why did you 
smile?” I asked. 

“T was just thinking,” he answered, “how 
sweet it would be to go to be with Jesus.” 

This desire grew on him. “I have gone 
so far on the journey Home now,” he said 
one day, “that I would find it very difficult 
to set my steps earthward again.” 

Over and over he reiterated his hope 
that the Lord would not spare him if a life 
of invalidism were to be his lot. This was 
almost an obsession with him, and when 
one recalls the exuberant and ceaseless 
activity that characterized him up to and 
during his sixty-sixth year, this feeling 
is understandable.

By the Still Waters. By Vance Havner. 
(Fleming H. Revell Co., New York, $1.) 
A window shopper who “moves along gaz- 
ing fondly in each show window, but buy- 
ing nothing,” is like the man who reads 
the precious promises of the Bible but does 
not appropriate them for himself. In a 
chapter called “Bible Windowshopping” 
Mr. Havner draws a challenging picture 
of the man who “substitutes wishful long- 
ing for the practical realization of the 
Christ-life.” There are twenty-nine chap- 
ters in this little book, each chapter only 
two or three pages long, but rich in com- 
fort and with much new light on some of 
the most familiar verses of Scripture. Mr. 
Havner is a lover of the outdoors, also, 
and his beautiful descriptions of the wood 
thrush, the cardinal, the vireo, and many 
other birds, and the quiet peace of a drowsy 
summer day in the Southland, bring the 
still waters and the green pastures before 
our eyes and peace to our hearts. It is 
a book that refreshes the weary and calms 
the distressed in these days of turmoil. 


Bible Lessons in Bible Order. By Mrs. 
Frank Hamilton. (Bible Institute Colport- 
age Association, 843 N. Wells St., Chicago, 
50 cents.) A successful teacher of chil- 
dren has been working out a plan whereby 
the whole of the Bible story can be taught 
systematically to children. She has her- 
self used the material with classes number- 
ing from twenty-five to fifty, and has found 
that the plan works and that the children 
are interested. There are five volumes: 
The Pentateuch; Joshua to Solomon; The 
Kingdoms of Israel and Judah, which in- 
cludes lessons on the captivities and ends 
the Old Testament; Life of Christ, based 
upon an original harmony of the four 
Gospels; The Acts of the Apostles. This 
last volume contains a number of pages of 
program material. The lessons are pre- 
pared for use in the Primary and Junior 
grades, but can be adapted to older pupils 
or younger. They can be used in Sunday 
school, vacation Bible schools, or by par- 
ents in the home. Great value can readily 
be seen in giving children an idea of the 
Bible as a whole, which is the aim of this 
consecutive course. 


Songs of Wild Birds. By Albert R. Brand. 
(Thomas Nelson and Sons, New York 
City, $2.) One of the greatest delights in 
the whole field of nature study is the pleas- 
ure afforded by bird songs. How quickly 
the sweet song of the White-throated Spar- 
row, heard on the outskirts of a city in 
migration, can conjure up to the bird lover’s 
mind the spruce-clad shores of quiet lakes 
at sundown! And the Vesper Sparrow 
brings back memories of still New Eng- 
land pastures, dotted with blueberry bushes 
and meadow sweet. What cheer and cour- 
age there are in the clear notes of the Car- 
dinal, or in the carol of the brave Carolina 


Wren, ringing out in the dead of winter: 


amid snow-laden hemlocks! If you are

book, you may have all of these lovely 
songs and many more in your own home.

World Prospects. How It.Is All Going 

to End. By A. C. Gaebelein, D.D.

R. GAEBELEIN caused quite a stir 

recently when he published his book, 
“The Conflict of the Ages,” even the secu- 
lar press taking note of it. Ex-President 
Hoover read it with great interest. The 
publication of that book is quickly followed 
by this timely volume. Few are as well 
fitted to write upon this important theme 
as the author. Ever since he was seven 
years of age he has been a faithful student 
of the Wcid, and as editor of Our Hope 
he has for many years diligently studied 
world affairs. In writing the present vol- 
ume he takes account of the deep desire 
inherent in the heart of man to know the 
future. He takes up in order the three 
great divisions of the human race — Israel, 
the Gentiles, and the Church. This untiring 
student of the Word finds outlines of world 
history where most of us have carelessly 
passed them by, and again and again he 
astonishes us with the marvels of God’s 
revelation. There is a careful examination 
and thorough refutation of the British- 
Israel theory. The author’s thorough 
knowledge of world affairs enables him 
to point out their correspondence to the 
predictions of the Bible. “The writer is 
deeply cogvinced,” says Dr. Gaebelein, 
“that the greatest need of the Church to- 
day is not only to examine prophecy, but 
to put all confidence in it, and walk and 
serve in the light of coming events, the

study textbooks that are not tainted by this 
false teaching.) The publication of this 
book with the records, at a reasonable price, 
is an achievement, and it will be a valuable 
aid to workers among Boy and Girl Scouts, 
camp directors, schoolteachers, parents, and 
all who are interested in learning and teach- 
ing the songs of wild birds. 


Christmas. Edited by Randolph E. 
Haugan. (Augsburg Publishing House, 
Minneapolis, $1.) The Christmas story 
from the Gospels of Matthew and Luke, 
colored pictures of the life of Christ, a 
fine Christmas story by Grace Livingston 
Hill, and Christmas poetry, are some of the 
features of this beautiful annual. It has 
been the custom in many foreign countries 
to publish similar annuals during the holi- 
day season, and the Augsburg Publishing 
House has issued a most attractive gift 
book to help develop the custom in our own 
country. One of the most unusual articles 
is written by Selim Said Abboud, a native 
Arab of Bethlehem. He gives graphic 
word pictures of the Sea of Galilee, Beth- 
lehem, Jerusalem, Jericho, and other places. 
In speaking of Olivet he reminds us that 
it “was honored with the last footprints 
of the risen Christ . . . and it may be the 
first to welcome him back on his return to 
this earth,” and then he quotes Acts 1:11. 
Margaret Seebach describes Christmas cele- 
brations in the mission schools of Japan, 
India, and Africa. Another writer vividly 
depicts the scene in the Field of the Shep- 
herds near Bethlehem, and traces the thread 
of prophecy leading to the first advent of 
Christ; but he seems to lose sight of the 
prophecies that point to increasing wick- 
edness and inevitable war until Christ 
comes again, and evidently believes that it 
is possible for man to bring world-wide 
peace. Several photographs of Palestine 
in sepia and soft tones of color add greatly 
to the value of this annual of Christmas 
literature and art. 


Biblical Backgrounds. By J. McKee 
Adams. (Broadman Press, Nashville, 
Tenn., $3.75.) There is no longer any need 
for students of the Bible to be ignorant of 
that great aid to its understanding, the 
geography of Bible Lands. Dr. Adams 
of the Southern Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary has given a geographical survey of 
Bible Lands, in the light of the Scriptures 
and recent research, which for thorough- 
ness of investigation and scholarship will 
rank with the greatest of the many works 
in that line. The author after ten years 
of first-hand contacts and reflective study 
makes telling use of the many recent dis- 
coveries, especially those in the field of 
archeology. He asserts that his method 
of approach is here used for the first time. 
It is neither historical nor chronological, 
but makes a study of the principal lands 
of the Bible as they appear in the progres- 
sive realization of the story of redemp- 
tion. That is, we find ourselves passing 
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through the Bible story and looking at the 
lands, the peoples, and their customs from 
Ur of the Chaldees to Rome on the Tiber. 
It is thrilling to see the dealings of God 
with his chosen people all through the 
changing affairs of this world. We see 
how he makes the wrath of man to praise 
him, as he prepares for the unfolding of 
his message down through the ages. The 
book is adorned with ninety-nine beautiful 
illustrations, has a good supply of maps, 
and a thorough index. One reads it with 
an ever increasing faith in and knowledge 
of the Word. 


Gems of Gold. By R. E. Neighbour, 
D.D. (McMillen-Neighbour Publishing 
Co., Elyria, Ohio, $1.50.) Many of the 
Lord’s choicest, most efficient workers gain 
fresh inspiration for the business of every- 
day life from one or another book of de- 
votions. A word from the Bible, a bit 
of verse or illuminating exposition by a 
fellow soldier, is like a rousing battle hymn 
nerving to renewed endeavor. That is 
what Dr. Neighbour’s “Gems of Gold” is 
designed to be, gems mined, as his fore- 
word tells us, from deep in the Word of 
God. There is a dated page for every day 
in the year, a verse or two from the Bible, 
verse from the author’s own pen, save for an 
occasional contribution by his wife, a brief 
exposition and exhortation, then a closing 
bit of verse. The book is attractively bound, 
well. indexed, and will appeal to many as 
a delightful gift for the holiday season as 
well as a pleasing aid to one’s own devo- 
tional period. There are many quotable 
passages which the reader will doubtless 
be impelled to mark to catch the eye at 
some future time, for if a choice thought 
meets your need today you are likely to 
be needing it again. For instance: “When 
we speak of our redemption as an accom- 
plished fact, let us not forget that our re- 
wards are not yet accomplished.” “We 
keenly feel the absence of our Lord. It is 
because we are sons that we cry, ‘Abba, 
Father.” “The most holy can but cry 
forth their shame as they approach the 
glory of His face.” 


Education of Primitive People. Ry Al- 
bert D. Helser, Ph.D., F.R.G.S. (Fleming 
H. Revell Co., New York, $3.) Primitive 
people seem to be very much like any other 
kind. They have their folklore, methods 
of doing things, and reasons for doing 
them. Still it is a fascinating study to 
search out racial distinctions. Here is a 
great educator who has studied Nigerian 
animists. He has lived among the people 
on his field, studied their ways, even their 
thoughts as far.as possible, and earnestly 
tried to understand the whole indigenous 
life of the people. As an educator the 
author looks at the whole mass of people 
as in need of education. This humanitarian 
feeling springs from his Christian purpose. 
He not only educates the converts of the 
mission, but is interested in a wide policy 
of native education, For a broad service 
of common education, however, an under- 
standing of those human elements which 
make races somewhat distinctive is funda- 
mentally necessary. The missionary aims 
to influence, not the superficial conditions 
of a people’s life, but the deepest depths. 
The message he brings needs to be related 
to the fountain springs of conduct and pene- 
trate to the innermost recesses of life. Out 
of deep research into the social life of the 
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Bura animists Dr. Helser has produced a 
very revealing study. While technical, it 
is grippingly interesting. All who are in- 
terested in the subject of education will 
find the ideas and methods explained a 
genuine contribution. 


“Eye” to “Aye.” By Paul H. Graef. 
(Christian Publications, Inc., Third and 
Reily Streets, Harrisburg, Pa.; cloth, $1; 
paper, 50 cents.) An unsaved person, or 
one who is saved but cannot give a reason 
for the hope that is in him, would be much 
helped by this book. The plan of salvation 
is clearly explained and illustrated in an 
unusual way, a way that catches the eye 
immediately. On every other page of the 
book is a Gospel truth in poster form, 
sometimes in color, and on the opposite 
page Scripture or expository comment deal- 
ing with the poster page. If the poster 
pages only were read, the reader would 
learn the whole plan of salvation, and these 








The Shadow of the Broad Brim 


By Richard Ellsworth Day, D.D. (Jud- 
son Press, Philadelphia, $1.50.) 





REAT thoughts “rush at one from 

Spurgeon’s life as lions from a 
thicket.” It was no easy task to attempt 
a new biography of Charles Haddon Spur- 
geon; but Dr. Day, pastor of Hamilton 
Square Baptist Church, San Francisco, has 
more than made good. From the first page 
the reader is held by the biographer’s keen 
insight, sympathetic understanding and an- 
alysis, extraordinary study of sources, and 
captivating power of expression. The book 
abounds in good writing and good Chris- 
tianity! And there is the absorbing inter- 
est of watching a life unfold and a ministry 
achieved. 

Says Dr. Day of Spurgeon: “His power 
as a Gospeller who journeyed on familiar 
terms with the world of art, science, and 
books of his day, yet made everything sub- 
ordinate to the story of redemption, has 
a sharp surgical reproof for all of us who, 
in looking at Calvary, have allowed scho- 
lastic advantage to rob us. of the fresh 
April wonder of a child.” The great Brit- 
ish preacher was “a man who took life 
by the hand and romped with it; ...a 
fountain of good English... a strange and 
irritating enigma to some who thought edu- 
cation creates genius . .. a spiritual giant 
who moved across the fields of life batter- 
ing down ancient strongholds with no other 
weapons than a blameless life and a bound- 
less faith.” 

Spurgeon’s great love for and debt to the 
Puritans, that “dynamic race of men,” are 
set forth. “A child of twelve in a Puri- 
tan home could talk with intelligent skill 
on central New Testament doctrines,” — 
and.such subjects “were the Puritan child’s 
substitutes for Mickey Mouse.” 

The book abounds in beautiful incidents, 
making Spurgeon live before us; and the 
different chapters of his training, experi- 
ence, and ministry are handled in masterly 
sequence, Every pastor, preacher, parent, 
Sunday school teacher ought to read and 
reread this book. “Had I not already been 
a Christian,” says Dr. Day, “his life would 
have broken me, and I should be ending 
this study on my knees, sobbing out, ‘My 
Lord and my God!” 3 
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pages are so arranged. that one cannot help 
seeing their message at a single glance. 
The book cannot be.opened at any page 
where the need of or the way of salvation 
is not set forth vividly. 


Caleb Maccabee. By George T. B. 
Davis. (The Million Testaments Campaign, 
1505 Race Street, Philadelphia, 50 cents.) 
With a first-hand knowledge of Palestine, 
a keen imagination, and the Gospel records 
for his threads, Mr. Davis has woven a 
vivid and colorful picture of the life of 
Christ. The words are supposed to be 
those of Caleb Maccabee, a newspaper edi- 
tor, who followed the Lord Jesus with 
growing interest and love; and the style 
is that of a dignified translation from old 
documents, slightly like the King James 
Version. (A newspaper in the first cen- 
tury? A natural question, but the reader 
will find Mr. Davis’s solution of the prob- 
lem clever and plausible.) There are beau- 
tiful descriptions of Holy Land scenes, life- 
like portrayals of several disciples and other 
New Testament characters, and realistic 
accounts of the principal events in the life 
of our Lord. In keeping with the solem- 
nity of the story of the death, resurrection, 
and ascension of Christ, more Scripture is 
quoted in this portion than in the earlier 
parts of the book. 

Although this is an imaginative story, 
it is reverent, and the Gospels are followed 
carefully. Such vital doctrines as the deity 
of Christ, the atonement, and his Second 
Coming are plainly set forth. Without 
doing any violence to Scripture, new char- 
acters are introduced, such as Constantine, 
Chuza’s son, and Ruth, the daughter of 
Joseph of Arimathea. These two and a 
number of others add much interest and a 
touch of romance. The reader feels that 
he is standing with the wondering people 
as the miracles of healing are performed, 
and one of these is strikingly portrayed in 
color in the frontispiece. One’s heart is 
warmed as he reads of the gratitude of 
those healed, the love of those who real- 
ized that Jesus was the Saviour, and the 
zeal of the Spirit-filled disciples after the 
resurrection, This book may well be used 
to arouse interest in unbelievers; and those 
who are familiar with the Gospel scenes 
and events will find them glowing with re- 
newed light as they read Mr. Davis’s story. 


The Glory of the Godhead, in the 
Gospel of John. By Albert Hughes. (¢Phil- 
adelphia School of the Bible, Philadelphia, 
$1 cloth, 50 cents paper.) Mr. Hughes is 
well known as the Home Director of the 
Sudan Interior Mission. He is author of 
quite a number of other books. This is 
not a commentary on the Gospel of John, 
but an attempt to make known the power 
of Christ which is available for the be- 
liever. The author seeks to have us see 
afresh that our Lord Jesus Christ is suffi- 
cient for every one of us, in all Our vary- 
ing needs, at all times, and in every place. 
He discusses the seven signs, or mighty 
works of Christ, which John describes. He 
sees Christ meeting our need here as Crea- 
tor, Sustainer, Empowerer, Provider, Pro- 
tector, Illuminator, and Re-Creator. He 
then takes up the seven mighty words that 
declare the deity of our Lord, and connects 
each one of these words with one of the 
mighty works. We are not surprised that 
such a study of the Word as this thrilled 
the author’s heart over and over ‘again. 
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It is indeed the description of the only 
One who is able to meet every need of 
mankind, 


Thinking Missions with Christ. By 
Samuel M. Zwemer, D.D. (Zondervan Pub- 
lishing House, Grand Rapids, Mich, $1.50.) 
Anyone who spends time reading, or who 
may have read or tried to read, the Lay- 
men’s Foreign Missions Inquiry report, 
published under the title “Re-Thinking 
Missions,” ought immediately to read this 
penetrating interpretation of a true re- 
thinking of Christian missions. It is writ- 
ten by one whose life has been devoted to 
foreign missions. His is a practical Chris- 
tian viewpoint. It is severely in contrast 
to the academic egotism of the Laymen’s 
Report. Dr. Zwemer’s sense of Christian 
truth and positives assures the reader an 
illuminating exposition of the false teach- 
ing and non-realistic deductions of the Lay- 
men’s Report. 

It is refreshing to read strong state- 
ments from the heart of a true ambassa- 
dor of Christ in these days of “gray” 
thinking and moral and spiritual neutral- 
ism. Dr. Zwemer states truly: “What 
we need today in missions is less compara- 
tive religion and more positive religion. 
It is possible to dwell on the tolerable 
things in Hinduism and the noble things 
in Islam, even as one sifts out grains of 
gold from tons of earth, to the practical 
exclusion of the social evils, the spiritual 
darkness, and the spiritual death which 
dominate these systems.” ... “To us who 
work among Moslems, their denial of Jesus 
Christ’s mission, his Incarnation, his Atone- 
ment, his Deity, are the very issues of the 
conflict. . . . Face to face with those who 
deny our Saviour and practically deify 
Mohammed, one is compelled to think in 
black and white. The challenge of the 
Muegzsin, so romantic to the tourist, is a 
cry of pain to the missionary ; it hurts.” 

The basic aspects of Christian missions, 
the type of message this sin-cursed world 
needs, the motive behind and the cause of 
all true missionary endeavor, and the goal 
toward which the ambassadors of Christ 
must ever strive, are elements of clear 
thinking in Dr. Zwemer’s book. The 
author arrests us by strong affirmations. 
He is true to the passion of Christ in stat- 
ing: “Missions have for their object the 
salvation of souls in the mass of human- 
ity, and are not called primarily to politi- 
cal, economic, social, and racial activities. 
... It is by the message of the Cross and 
not by social service that men are trans- 
lated from darkness into light and from 
the power of Satan unto God.” 

Dr. Zwemer asks us to consider a serious 
question when he asks, “Is there not a 
grave danger that in the present-day em- 
phasis on the social problems of our age, 
men will turn to every remedy except the 
one supreme hope of the world, the Gospel 
of God’s grace?” 

Our hearts respond to the writer’s chal- 
lenge that believers should cease meander- 
ing in No-Man’s Land. “Amiable and sol- 


emn words cannot hide chasms of thought 
between the believer and those who have 
ceased to believe. Sincerity is the first 
essential of true worship.” 

The Laymen’s Foreign Missions Inquiry 
report does not leave the impression that 
its creators had ever experienced redemp- 
tion and were anxious at all to bring the 
experience to others. But Dr. Zwemer 
breathes the passionate love of a redeemed 
soul into the thought he has put into his 
book. He is one man against a commis- 
sion. But to all intents and appearances 
the Laymen’s Commission had neither pas- 
sion for Christ as Redeemer and Lord, nor 
love for the lost souls of mankind. No 
sacrifice entered into their labors. They 
traveled in the lap of luxury for months 
without leading a single soul to Christ. 

Here, however, in Dr. Zwemer’s book 
we have an examination of the problems of 
missions from a life that has known sacri- 
fice — the perils of land and sea, by night 
and day, in dangers oft. This great mis- 
sionary has far greater right to a hearing. 
His book should be widely read. 


The Christmas Bride. By Grace Liv- 
ingston Hill. (J. B. Lippincott Co., Phila- 
delphia, $2.) Light and darkness, joy and 
pain, heights of bliss and depths of woe, 
—how often they are close together in 
the life of the trusting child of God! It 
is not always easy to see what is going 
on in the lives of those even near by, and 
it is still more difficult to understand why 
things are as they are or how even God 
can change them. Mrs. Hill is an adept in 
picturing the almost impossible situation, 
and then showing how God himself is 
able to bring out into his own blessed sun- 
light the lives that are committed to his 
care. The story of this Christmas bride 
is wonderfully winsome and sweet, and the 
reader grieves when the book is done. But 
its message of hope and faith will remain. 
There are characters that are lovely, and 
some unlovely, but that is true of life 
itself. 


Light on the Hills. By Arthur I. Brown, 
M.D., C.M., F.R.C.S.E. (Fundamental 
Truth Publishers, P. O. Box. 67, Hoyt- 
ville, Onio, 50 cents, postpaid.) While mul- 
titudes of Christians believe that the return 
of Christ is near, many would find it hard 
to point to definite signs of his coming. 
The eighty-seven pages of this book are 
packed with startling quotations from news- 
papers, statesmen, and well-known writers, 
which, when compared with many Scrip- 
ture texts, show that. prophecy is being 
fulfilled before our eyes. The five chap- 
ters deal with Signs in the Church, The 
Amazing Jew, The Nations, Preparations 
for the Universal Reign of Antichrist, and 
Wickedness and Unconcern. There is up- 
to-date and well documented news about 
Modernism, the development of Palestine 
as a national home for the Jews, world- 
wide preparations for war and for a world 
dictator. One of the valuable features is 
a table, quoted by Dr. Brown, which gives 
fourteen signs of the closing of the age. 
This is the kind of book to place in the 
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hands of those who think that the signs of 
the times are of no importance. It is a 
valuable reference book for those who are 
watching the growth of modern Palestine, 
and it is a clarion call to Christians to lift 
up their heads and look with renewed hope 
for the soon coming of their Lord from 
Heaven. 


The Lure of the Old Homestead. By 
Charles Grant Jordan, D.D. (Fleming 
H. Revell Co., New York, $2.) It is 
a triumph of courage, as well as a 
testimony to the sweetness and sound- 
ness of early training, to be able, when 
physical sight fails, to turn the eyes of the 
mind inward and bring forth wholesome 
pictures from memory’s wall, replete with 
homely fun and pathos, as the author of 
this refreshing, unusual book has done. 
The various chapters, each portraying 
some. phase of the author’s boyhood days 
on a Pennsylvania farm, run along with the 
easy, unadorned naturalness, ready humor, 
and homely tenderness that characterized 
the popular lecture so common on the 
Chautauqua platform a generation ago, and 
so vastly more worth-while than the sort 
of vaudeville trash so often offered nowa- 
days for the entertainment of the public. 
One is reminded how, at the vivid descrip- 
tion given by one such lecturer from the 
Southland of the corn pone and molasses 
he grew up on, an old Negro sitting well 
up in front drew the air audibly through 
his teeth and sighed, “And it was go-o-od!” 
That is what the reader will feel like do- 
ing as he comes to the chapter, “Buckwheat 
Cakes, Maple Syrup, Sausage, and Gravy,” 
or reads of the good things stored away 
round about “Hog-Killing Day.” It is 
good to have the scenes and customs herein 
described preserved in a form so simple, 
graphic, and delightful, for all too many of 
them are fast becoming obsolete, as the 
city inevitably comes to the country. 


Why God Sends Pain. By J. Stuart 
Holden, M.A., D.D. (Fleming H. Revell 
Co., New York, 60 cents.) The age-old 
question of why pain is permitted is dealt 
with in this book by the late Dr. Holden 
in a satisfying manner. There are just 
four short chapters: ‘Pain and Its Mean- 
ing,’ “God-Guided Pain,” “O Joy That 
Seekest Me Through Pain,” and “The 
Light of Life on the Path of Pain.” This 
little book by a well-known Christian writer 
will be a welcome gift to many in these 
trying days. 


The Great American Revival. By Ar- 
thur B. Strickland. (Standard Press, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, $1.50.) The war for inde- 
pendence was over. A new Republic set- 
tled down to constructive development. 
Everything English was hated, even Eng- 
lish mission work. All from France was 
welcomed, especially its atheistic philoso- 
phies. Infidelity increased during the post- 
war period in the youthful United States. 
Writers like Voltaire, Tom Paine, and 
other atheists held public attention, Schools 
and colleges gloried in their unbelief. The 
nineteenth century dawned. Groups began 
to meet for prayer. Then followed ap- 
peals for a great volume of prayer. Re- 
vivals began to break out. Churches were 
quickened. Colleges notorious for their 
cynical attitude became overwhelmed with 
the great work of the Holy Spirit. From 
1800 to 1842 a continuous series of awak- 
enings followed each other. Revivals swept 
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westward into the pioneer regions and 
crossed the boundary into Canada. God 
raised up great revivalists. Asahel Nettle- 
ton, Charles B. Finney, and others like 
them were called forth. The message of 
this revival was the doctrine of the grace 
of God as manifest in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The effects of the revival were not 
transient. For generations the nation con- 
tinued to benefit from it. A whole revival 
technique was developed out of it which 
has enriched Christian. work throughout the 
world. The author deserves the gratitude 
of all God’s people for writing such a soul- 
stirring book. The times we are now in 
require such a testimony. One cannot read 
the record of these chapters without crying 
out to God for a new revival. 


Kingdom Color Talks. By R. T. Archi- 
bald. (Children’s Special Service Mission, 
5, Wigmore St., London, W. 1, Eng., two 
pence each, postage extra.) Have you ever 
wished for some attractive booklets or 
tracts that present the true claims of 
Christ and the Word? The makers of 
these booklets have met that need. They 
combine really fine illustrations in bright 
colors and good paper and printing with 
a sound Gospel message intended for chil- 
dren and young people. The messages 
themselves are as interesting and attractive 
as the appearance of the booklets. There 
are twelve in the series, with such intrigu- 
ing titles as: “The Golden Master Key,” 
“The Royalest Mail of All,” “A Fight for 
the Championship,” and so on. They have 
twelve to eighteen pages each, and would 
make admirable gift booklets for a Sun- 
day school class, 


Passing On the Torch. By the late A. T. 
Robertson, D.D. (Fleming H. Revell Co., 
New York, $1.75. Twenty sermons by this 
noted New Testament scholar are included 
in this volume. It is an appeal to Chris- 
tian workers to pass on the torch. For 
forty-six years Dr. Robertson taught 
in the theological seminary, and yet he re- 
garded himself as primarily a preacher of 
the Gospel. He felt that these sermons 
fairly represented his message as a minister 
of Christ. They will prove of great value 
to all students of the Word, but especially 
to preachers. One of the chief values is 
that the author dug into the meaning of the 
Greek words and brought forth many unex- 
pected treasures. There is an abundance 
of short illustrations, and the texts used 
are for the most part short, but there is 
always a faithful use of the context. The 
sermons are real Bible expositions.

The Blessing of Bible Memorizing 


R. R. A. TORREY said his happy Chris- 

tian experience was due in no small 
measure to his habit of memorizing the 
Word of God. Dr. W. H. Fitchett of 
Australia believed so thoroughly in hiding 
God’s Word in his heart that he often 
rose at five-thirty in the morning to mem- 
orize the Bible. He said that verses of 
Scripture committed to memory form “an 
ever-intensifying and widening radiance 
lighting up the whole life.” 

Twenty-seven years ago Mrs. E. A. R. 
Davis started a helpful and practical 
method of memorizing Scripture called The 
Bible Success Band. The plan is to learn

McQuilkin and Philip E. Howard, Jr. In 
the course of his message, Mr. McQuilkin 
says: “Parents are giving an enduring 
heritage to.their children, if they make 
them memorize the Scriptures. May our 
memorizing of the Word lead to renewed 
zeal in every form of Bible study.” Mr. 
Howard gives three vital reasons for mem- 
orizing the Bible. 

The cover of the 1935 booklet is perhaps 
the most beautiful one that has appeared 
in the twenty-seven years of the Band’s 
history. It was drawn by Miss E. Hope 
Lucas, and has been reproduced in five 
colors and gold.

They 
saw a rope stretched twice across the room, 
and from it hung as many great bulging 
stockings as there were girls to receive 
them. Eagerly each girl hunted along the 
row till she found the stocking on which 
her name was pinned. Then she could 
scarcely wait to see what was within. 

Now Nandi has found hers, and she 
will let you watch her open it and see what 
is inside. Then you will know what is in 
the others, for they are all just alike. 

First she takes out two ears of green 
corn, 

“What a funny thing for a present!” you 
exclaim. “Why did they put thém in?” 

Well, these girls are as fond of green 
corn, roasted on the cob, as you American 
girls are of candy. 

Next there comes a cake of soap, for 
these girls must be taught cleanliness, and 
they are delighted to get the beautiful, 
bright-colored cakes. Then there are two 
oranges, a bag of peanuts, and a new dress. 
Is that all? The stocking is turned upside 
down to make sure that nothing is missed, 
when, oh, joy! out drop a few cents. That 
is all. No, there are two girls, Gisa and 
Shidudi, who get something more. They 
are ready for new books in school, so one 
has a new first reader and the other a new 
second. Now that is all. 

And how happy they are! And how 
they thanked the missionaries, and the dear 
Father in Heaven who sent them, for this 
wonderful Christmas! 

“A small Christmas,” do you say? Well, 
these girls did not think so. 

Christmas morning Nandi appeared at 
the door of the mission house. 

“Miss Stalker, are you busy?” she asked. 

“Come in, Nandi, and tell me what you 
have on your heart,” Miss Stalker replied. 

“Well,” said Nandi, entering the room, 
“Ugagi owes me some money, and I think 
she ought to pay me out of her Christmas 
money, don’t you?” 

“For what does she owe you?” Miss 
Stalker asked. 

“She owes me for a chicken. I had one 
and she wanted it. It was sick, and I 
thought it was going to die anyway, so I 
sold it to her. It did not die, but she 
killed it and ate it. She said she would 
pay me when she got some money.

Approach to the Lesson 


VERY Christian is called to be a 
E good citizen, a good church member, 

a good steward, a good witness. Our 
past four lessons have made this plain. Is 
every Christian called to be a teacher? 
Every Christian is called to witness for 
Christ, though not every one has a special 
gift as an evangelist. In the same way, 
not every Christian has a special gift as 
a “teacher,” but every Christian is called 
to teach, Whether father or mother, 
brother or sister, Sunday school worker, 
schooi teacher, or church member, there 
are those whom we should teach the truth 
as it is in Jesus. This lesson has a peculiar 
challenge to the Sunday school, whose 
place of power as the chief handmaid of 
the church is a great witness to the pre- 
eminent importance of teaching. So much 
so that a noted leader can claim, with 
strong reasons to back his view, that 
America’s greatest need is an enormous 
increase of trained Sunday school teachers. 


The Historical Setting 

The Sermon on the Mount, concluded 
by the parable of the two foundations, we 
have reckoned-as delivered in the late 
spring of A. D. 28. Apollos went to 
Ephesus after Paul’s first visit at the close 
of his second missionary journey, and just 
before Paul’s long ministry in Ephesus on 
his third journey. The date was about 
A, D. 53. 


Verse by Verse 


Matthew 7:24.—And doeth them. His 
words are living, and are to be lived out. 


% % % % 


How marvelous that Christ’s words give 
cleansing (John 15:3) and life (John 6: 
63), instruction as to how to live, and the 
power to carry out the precepts. Mark 
the emphasis upon doing, as indications 
of real spiritual life (Jas. 1:22; Luke 11: 
28; Rom. 2:13; 1 John 3:7). A wise 
man, which built his house upon a@ rock. 
A prudent, sensible man, representing the 
wise man who is building a spiritual house 
for eternity, upon the rock of Christ and 
his Word (Matt. 10:16; 24:45; 24:2; 
Rom. 9:33; 1 Pet. 2:85 © Cor. 3: 155 10: 
4: i Tim, 67 19). 

Verse 26.—Heareth ... and doeth them 
not, These are parallel with those who 
said, “Lord, Lord,” and did not the will of 
God (v. 21), and with the foolish virgins 
— those who have heard and professed to 
be followers of Christ. 

Verse 28.—Astonished at his doctrine. 
Both at the substance of teaching and the 
manner of the teacher. It was sadly true 
that most who were astonished were not 
admonished. 


Verse 29.—He taught them as one having 
authority, “One” should be omitted. His 
was divine authority of the Lawgiver him- 
self, whose words determine the eternal 
destiny of those who hear. Not as the 
scribes, whose teaching at best was second- 
hand comment on Scripture, and at worst 
(as with most of them) was filled with 
the traditions of men (Matt. 15:9). 


Acts 18: 24.—Apollos, born at Alexan- 
dria, Famous city founded by Alexander 
the Great in 332 B. C., at this time one 
of: the great intellectual centers-of the 
world, where Greeks, Jews, Egyptians, 
Romans mingled. An eloquent man. Not 
only a good speaker, but a man of culture 
and education. Mighty in the scriptures.

Knowing the Old Testament Scriptures, 
in their innermost meaning, and therefore 
well prepared to accept Jesus as Messiah, 
Came to Ephesus. After Paul’s brief visit 
at the close of his second journey (vs. 
18-21). 

Verse 25.—Instructed in the way of the 
Lord, Accepting Jesus as Messiah, and 
knowing of his death and resurrection. 
Fervent in the spirit. In his own spirit; 
he had ardent, eager enthusiasm, a quality 
so needed by every Christian — warm love 
for Christ (Rom. 12:11). Taught dili- 
gently, Rather “accurately”; what he 
taught, was true as far as he went. Know- 
ing only the baptism of John, Explained 
in 19: 1-7; the dozen men whom Paul met 
at Ephesus were probably converts of 
Apollos, having repented and believed in 
Jesus, but not having been baptized into 
the name of Jesus and by the Spirit. 


Verse 26.—When Aquila and Priscilla 
had heard. For the story of these fellow 
workers of Paul, for whom he and all the 
Gentile churches gave thanks, read Acts 
18: 1-3, 18, 19, 26; 1 Corinthians 16: 19; 
Romans 16:3-5; 2 Timothy 4:19. Took 
him unto them. Privately into their homes, 
lovingly refraining from any public criti- 
cism, Expounded unto him the way of 
God more perfectly. Told him of the com- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, of justification 
through faith in Christ’s blood, of union 
with Christ through baptism in the Spirit. 


Verse 27.—Disposed to pass into Achaia, 
The southern province of Greece, of which 
Corinth was the capital. Note the Spirit’s 
leading: by the free choice of his servant 
— “disposed” (1 Cor. 10:27). The breth- 
ren wrote. Already there is a group of 
believers in Ephesus, one with the group 
in Corinth, and how gracious are these 
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letters of recommendation. Helped them 
much which had believed through grace. 
He had a special gift for teaching Chris- 
tians, and expounding the Scriptures, not 
the gift of evangelism that Paul had. 
“Through grace” emphasizes the central 
truth that salvation is from the Lord, and 
that believing is possible only through 
grace. 


Verse 28.—Mightily convinced the Jews 

. shewing by the scriptures that Jesus 
was the Christ. Not that the Jews were 
all converted; they were confuted, and those 
who rejected Christ did so against the clear 
light of their own Scriptures. The Jews 
who opposed Paul did not do so because 
of honest convictions (Acts 17:5). 


The Heart of the Lesson 

Christianity is a teaching. The Lord 
Jesus himself was “the Teacher.” And 
his followers are today the true teachers 
of the world. What a_ responsibility! 
There are two supernatural things that 
make the Church of Christ different from 
all other organizations on earth — super- 
natural life and supernatural teaching. 
Christian doctrine is truth that could never 
be discovered were it not revealed by God. 
The Church is commissioned to teach all 
nations to observe all things that Christ 
taught, as contained in the Scriptures. Lit- 
tle wonder that Satan is attacking at this 
vital point and leading men to discount 
“doctrine,” saying, “Christianity is a life, 
not a doctrine.” But the divine doctrine 
results in divine life, and they cannot be 
separated. Every Christian should make 
the greatest aim in his education to know 
the teachings of God contained in the 
Scriptures, the central purpose in his daily 
conduct to live those teachings, the supreme 
ambition in his life to spread those teach- 
ings. Thus did Apollos the eloquent 
scholar, and thus did Aquila and Priscilla 
the humble tent-makers, because this is 
what the Lord himself did.

A Christian teacher 
must first be and do, then teach. He must 
ever be an example of what he is teach- 
ing (Matt. 23:2, 3; Rom. 2:a1; Tit. 1: 
7-9; Phil. 4:9). 

Know the Word and teach the Word 
—not about the Bible, but the Word itself, 
accurately, and the whole counsel of God. 
Preachers should be teachers. The sheep 
need to know what God says, not what the 
preacher’s opinion is. 

Deal lovingly with imperfect teachers. 
Sincere but mistaken or imperfect teachers 
do not need criticism or public condemna- 
tion, but loving instruction.

Get true Bible teaching into public 
schools.

One to the Hundred.—Whosoever hear- 
eth . .. and doeth . ...I will liken him 
unto a wise man (Matt. 7:24). Mr. 
Hearer. Mr. Doer. Both are very scarce 
gentlemen. And the same goes for their 
wives, daughters, and all their relations. 
There is just about one to the hundred — 
from Gideon’s day down to this (Judg. 7: 
3, 6). 

A famous columnist of one of the Phila- 
delphia and New York papers has what he 
calls “a large clientele.” He is much writ- 
ten to, as he is a fine satirist and says he 
is trying to teach his readers a sense of 
proportion. He complains his readers do 
not “concentrate,” and really get what he 
has to say. They do not “hear.” 

This “deafness” begins in childhood. 
“Johnny,” cries Mother, “how many times 
do I have to tell you to hang your duds in 
the closet!” “Yes, Mother, I forget.” And 
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it is the same thing tomorrow and all 
other days, even to manhood. Most of our 
“Johnnies” neither hear nor do. 

One boy in a hundred hears what is said, 
and does what is commanded. When this 
hundredth boy grows up he becomes the 
famous “Hundredth Man.” Down in the 
mill he is made “the Boss.” Up town in 
the bank he is made an official. In the 
store, the head of a department. 

I have had a men’s Bible class since 
1889. I have had a mission Sunday school 
since 1893. I have been long enough on 
the job to see results. Listen. All those 
who have “heard” me and gone out to “do” 
have in every case made good according 
to their station in life and degree of abil- 
ity.

miles of travel I cannot remember finding 
a single important man among those pour- 
ing forth the “hot air” in the smoker. 
The “Big Boss” is never there. Pullman 
Smoker Society is not his kind! He 
smokes his weed, keeps his mouth shut, 
and leaves when through, if he happens 
to be a smoker. 

As I write there are two outstanding 
voiceful anti-religionist writers. A maga- 
zine editor (as I have likely told before) 
wrote me saying he was printing some 
articles by these men and would like to 
have some articles from me to set over 
against this near atheist matter. They are 
the “scribes” who oppose Jesus. 

I wrote the editor to this effect: “Mr. 
Editor, just as soon as I find any great, 
successful, widespreading business of long 
standing, founded and built up by men of 
the sort of Mr. X and Mr. Y, I will write 
you the desired articles for an antidote to 
their poison. But, Mr. Editor, I do not 
know a single one, and I have been on the 
lookout for over twenty years.” There is 
just One to speak with authority, and he 
says, “Seek ye first,” and success and hap- 
piness will be added (Matt. 6: 33). 


“Words Fitly Spoken.”—An eloquent 
man, and mighty in the scriptures ... in- 
structed in the way of the Lord (Acts 18: 
24, 25). Eloquence comes by culture and 
taking pains and practice, and not by talk- 
ing through the nose. As I wrote the les- 
son note on the pad upon my knee I closed 
the remarks with the above sentence. In 
transcribing it for the typist I have moved 
it right up to the top, so every preacher 
and teacher would get it. This text is 
the description of the sort of man every 
real Christian church desires for a minister, 
And which some churches, big and little, 
I know, now have. 

No, I cannot tell you where they are 
because the sort are none too plentiful, 
and I would not put it past some church 
with a vacant pulpit to start right after one 
or another of my Mr. Eloquents to call 
him. Then the Times and this Corner 
would get themselves disliked! 

Tell me this: Why should not every 
man called into the ministry take infinite 
pains to mold himself to this specification? 
A man is born with beauty and other favor- 
able characteristics, but there are other 
things which only come by tremendous care, 
close application, and constant practice. 

Eloquence is one of them. Golf, Tennis, 
Polo, Acrobatics, high diving are some 
others. If preaching is your trade your voice 
is your instrument with which to win a 
“championship,” if you get what I mean. 
And you'll never win it through your 
nose! 

As a rule the ministers from Great Brit- 
ain have beautifully modulated voices. I 
said to Dr. McGowan, who is one of the 
best, “Are you theologs trained in voice 
culture when you study for the ministry?” 
“Yes, indeed, we are, most carefully,” was 
the reply. You ought to hear Dr. Mc- 
Gowan recite Burns’ poems! 

The old Book is full of poetry that in- 
structs “in the way of the Lord.” Why 
not be prepared to read it so that its music 
will grip the hearts of men. Take a leaf 
out of Demosthene’s book. He perfected 
himself in eloquence by talking to the 
sounding sea (Prov. 25: 11; Isa. 50: 4).

the window and watch the storm in its 
fury and enjoy the grandeur of it, without 
any fear of his roof falling in. The house 
is built upon a rock. 

The other picture is very different. Same 
rain, same floods, same wind, same storm 
— just across the street — but there is ter- 
ror inside that house, and well there may 
be; the family is huddled together in de- 
spair, the walls are cracking, there’s a 
crash, and the whole structure comes down 
about their heads, The house was built 
upon sand. 


Thus the Master shows the difference 
between “hearing and doing” and “hear- 
ing and forgetting.” It is the difference 
between a God-filled life and a God-less 
life. Turn now to the words of the same 
Teacher in John 14:23: “If a man love 
me, he will keep my words: and my Father 
will love him, and we will come unto him, 
and make our abode with him.” 

Fellows, each one of you is building his 
house — whatever that thing is you’ve got 
to live with all your days. Call it per- 
sonality, character, individuality, or any- 
thing you like; it’s yours. You are tying 
yourself up with it, day by day. You are 
building the house which is to be your 
domicile for the balance of your days, and 
its big door is the one through which your 
immortal spirit will pass out into eternity 
one day. Storms are bound to come and 
beat upon that house. They come sooner 
or later; but they come. What kind of 
foundation are you building upon? Is it 
the rock foundation that our Lord has 
been so careful to describe? If it is that 
foundation, then another thing is happen- 
ing —a very marvelous and a very precious 
thing; it is the miracle of John 14: 23, 
which belongs right alongside and is a 
part of Matthew 7:24, 25! A wonderful 
One is moving in there to abide with you. 
He is the Master of storms. He is the 
same One who was in the ship with the 
disciples when “a great storm” arose and 
beat upon the ship until it was filled and 
about to sink, and who spoke the word, 
“Peace, be still,” that caused the sea sud- 
denly to become so calm that it was like 
glass. 

And will you be glad to have him in 
there with you! Boy, there is no way 
to describe the sense of complete security 
that you will know! Yes, sir, they’re 
coming —those storms. You may be in 
one right now. Many a fellow gets into 
them early. They are upsets to his plans, 
they are disappointments; sometimes great 
sorrow—the loss of something precious 
—and the whole world seems about to 
crash about him. But if the Master is 
there, he speaks peace; peace to the storm, 
peace to the soul; and you stand secure 
and confident through it all.

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takes. But the Lord Jesus never makes 
mistakes, for lie is the Son of God. What 
does he teach us about? Why, the way 
to Heaven, of course. Do you know the 
way to Heaven? The Lord Jesus tells 
us, “I am the way ... no man [and that 
means no boy or girl, too] cometh unto the 
Father [in Heaven], but by me” (John 
14:6). 

Explain simnly how at Calvary the Lord 
Jesus became the Way into Heaven, and 
now invites all boys and girls to give them- 
selves to him, so that he may take them 
there safely. Do not be afraid of repeat- 
ing these Good Tidings over and over 
again. The oftener the Gospel of God’s 
love is told to the little ones, in simple 
language, the more firmly it will be fixed 
upon their minds at the most impression- 
able age. Do not be discouraged if they 
do not appear to make immediate re- 
sponse to the Gospel invitation. The Lord 
has promised us fruit for our labors “after 
many days.” Pray and believe for the 
salvation of the children in your class. 
“Blessed is she that believed: for there 
shall be a performance of those things 
which were told her from the Lord” (Luke 
1:45; cf. 1 Pet..3:9 and 1: John 5:14, 
15). 

Now listen to a story this wonderful 
Teacher tells us (Matt. 7: 24-290). Some 
boys and girls, he says, are hearers of 
his word, but not doers of it. I wonder if 
you are a hearer or a doer? Suppose a 
mother gives her child a beautiful plant 
and tells her to take it to a sick friend. 
The little girl goes to the friend’s home, 
but at the door she picks off one leaf and 
takes it to her friend, keeping the plant 
for herself. Has she obeyed Mother? 
No! 

Boys and girls often disobey God like 
that. The great Teacher tells us those 
boys and girls are like the man who built 
his house on the sand (vs. 26, 27).

A call to all 
Christians to be teachers is suggested in He- 
brews 5:12; Titus 2:3; Matthew 28: 20. 
As all Christians are to witness for Christ, 
yet it requires a special gift to be an evan- 
gelist; so all Christians should teach the 
truths of salvation, but it requires a special 
gift to be a teacher and a special call to be 
a public teacher of God’s Word. 


6. He is the Lawgiver speaking with author- 
ity; deals with practical matters of anxiety, 
money, divorce, and the like; uses figures 
to set forth truth; sets forth the way of life 
and the way of death, compelling a choice; he 
is the perfect pattern of the Sermon, and 
also the power to make it possible.

Old Testament Law and History 
By Robert C. McQuilkin 
2 Krincs 


Selected Reading: 2 Kings 2, 4 to 6, 
9, II, 13, 17 to 19; 22, 23, 25. 


LIJAH’S dramatic ministry ended sud- 
denly and triumphantly with his trans- 
lation into Heaven. Immediately there be- 
gan the yet greater ministry of Elisha, 
the young prophet he had been training, 
who received Elijah’s mantle and a double 
portion of the Spirit. These two events 
are recorded in 2 Kings 2. The ministry 
of Elisha extended over about sixty years, 
and included twelve miracles, beside other 
supernatural answers to prayer and the 
miracle after his death (2:14, 21, 24; 3: 
20; 4:1-6, 16, 17, 35, 41, 43; 5:10, 27; 
6:6, 17, 18, 20; 13:21). Only two were 
miracles of judgment. 
The fortunes of the divided kingdoms 
occupy the first 17 chapters of this book, 
culminating in the Assyrian captivity of the 
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ten tribes, after about 253 years of his- 
tory. Chapters 18 to 25 record the his- 
tory of Judah alone, from Hezekiah and 
his revival to Zedekiah and the destruction 
of Jerusalem, leading to the Babylonian 
captivity, probably in 586 B. C., about 136 
years after the fall of Samaria. 

The Ten Tribes were ruled by 19 kings, 
in no less than nine different dynasties, in- 
cluding four kings in the dynasty of Omri 
and Ahab, and five kings in the strong 
dynasty of Jehu, anointed by Elisha to blot 
out the house of Ahab. This included Jero- 
boam II, mightiest of Israel’s kings. Every 
king was evil, the last, Hoshea, less so 
than the others (17:2). 

Judah was ruled by 19 kings (and the 
usurping Athaliah), all in the line of David, 
numbering among them only nine thor- 
oughly evil kings, including the last four. 

Man’s failure and God’s long-suffering 
mercy and grace mark the story of Israel 
from beginning to end. Man’s failure is 
not the last word in the story, and the 
captivity and restoration of Israel point 
forward to the still greater restoration in 
the future when the whole world will know 
what a truly righteous reign will mean — 
with God in his rightful place on earth.

geese hundred thousand runaway boys 
in America in one year! Why? In 
most instances because the fathers had pre- 
viously “run away” from their sons. If 
inquiry were made, the parent’s apology 
would be, “As thy servant was busy here 
and there, he was gone” (1 Kings 20: 40). 
Who was gone? The boy who will some 
day take your place in the home, cast your 
vote at the polls, and carry on your work 
at the office. Who was gone? The boy 
for whom Christ died, whom he came to 
save, that he might be with Him in glory. 
Who was gone? The boy who was more 
precious than all the stocks and bonds, all 
the most prized possessions the world can 
produce; the boy whose eternal destiny 
justly claimed an evening with Dad at 
home. Was not this call, in its filial af- 
fection, of far more consequence than at- 
tendance at the directors’ meeting, the polit- 
ical caucus, or the fraternal order? 

Seventy-five per cent of our boys drop 
out of Sunday school between the ages of 
thirteen and sixteen.

Many Sunday schools as 
yet fail to provide an Intermediate De- 
partment for the age that is so quick to 
detect the absence of a cordial welcome.

What have missions done for education? 


How are missions meeting the problem of 
disease? 


What difficulties do white men often cause 
for missionaries? 
ECAUSE human nature is the same 
the world over, practically every prob- 
lem that the Christian church has to face 
in the homeland must also be faced, in 
one form or another, by Christian mis- 
sionaries on the field. On the mission field, 
however, many of these problems are far 
more acute than in the homeland, and, in 
addition, some problems are found that are 
peculiar to foreign lands. 
One great barrier that new missionaries, 
or those entering a new field, must over- 


wees 


come is that of language. The native 
tongues in many lands are very difficult 
to learn. In some cases there are no gram- 
mars of any sort and no dictionaries, and 
the language must be learned by word of 
mouth from the natives. Where the natives 
are suspicious or antagonistic the mission- 
ary has a very difficult time in learning 
to express himself intelligently and to give 
the various shades of meaning required in 
preaching the Gospel. 

But having overcome this barrier, which 
often includes inventing an alphabet, com- 
piling a glossary of words, and a simple 
grammar, the missionary is next faced with 
the problem of teaching the language to 
the natives, so that they may_be able to 
read their own language, and‘ thus have 
first-hand access to the Scriptures. 

$e 

Suspicion and fear are two other ob- 
stacles that the missionary must face. 
Sometimes it is necessary for him to live 
among a people for some time before he 
can begin his missionary work. By his 
kindness, helpfulness, and love he must win 
their confidence, before they will listen to 
his message. 


Disease and filth present real problems 
to the missionary. And just as the Lord 
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Jesus, wherever he went, healed those who 
were brought to him, so the missionary 
has often found it necessary to provide 
medical aid in order to establish confidence 
and to enable new converts to lead con- 
sistent Christian lives. The tragedy comes 
when physical healing is offered, and, for 
fear of giving offense, the Gospel message, 
which alone can heal the soul, is denied. 
ye 

Missionaries frequently face the prob- 
lem of what to do with converts once they 
have accepted the Lord Jesus Christ. Some- 
times it is impossible for them to return 
to their former modes of living or employ- 
ment. Sometimes they have not even had 
any employment, before they came to know 
Christ. Thus missionaries must show them 
how to become self-supporting and self-re- 
specting Christians. Industrial missions 
have therefore filled a great need in this 
respect. Here converts are taught farm- 
ing, a trade, or given such schooling as will 
enable them to earn an honest living.

But one problem that the missionary 
‘must face is not created by the natives 
they are hoping to reach. It is the prob- 
lem of other white men who go to foreign 
lands for colonization or for trade. The 
greed, jealousy, and ruthlessness sometimes 
displayed by these white men are puzzling 
to the natives, and very discouraging and 
disheartening to the missionary. Likewise, 
many a young convert, reared under mis- 
sionary influence, has come to America for 
educational training, only to have his or 
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her faith wrecked by the failure of those 
who live in Christian lands to practice the 
principles of Christ. Is it possible that 
we may be creating some of these difficul- 
ties?
